draw criticism from the pris- 
sy folk, but nevertheless it 
marked a new nigh in realism 
on TV. 


If the show, as we suspect, was 


designed to better sell the story of 
medicine and the doctor's lot, it 
achieved success. We are not con- 
scious of a trumpet-up plot and 
any departure from the real-life 
story on which it was based. Thus 
the show goes to prove that good 
TV drama need not be glorified, 
over-worked themes.

The GOP sent Margaret Chase 


Smith back to the Senate for a 
second term and kept its three 
representatives in their seats. 


Their margins were far from the 


"greater than ever" majorities 
asked by Vice President Nixon to 
"set a standard for the rest of the 
country in November." 


55 Per Cent 


Muskie. an attorney, in his first 


try for state office, polled almost 
55 per cent of more than 248,000 
votes. That's about what the late 
Gov. Louis J. Brann (Dj did in 
winning a second term in 1934. 


Brann was governor from 1933 


Lo 1937, during which time Repub- 
licans sat in the U. S. Senate. But 
:here were two Maine Democrats 
in the House during Brann's first 
:erm and one in his second.

HEIDELBERG, 
Germany 


—</P)—The U. S. army and 
West, German border police 
gave different versions today 
of a frontier shooting incident 
involving American and 
Czech patrols. 


The Army's European headquar- 


ters here said in a brief prelimin- 
ary announcement an American 
patrol was fired on by a Czech de- 
tachment Monday near Barnau. 


It said 35 rounds were fired at 


the U. S. soldiers but no one was 
injured. 


Bavarian border police at Nuern- 


berg issued a statement *aying the 
Czech border guards fired into the 
air when a Czech surveyor, work- 
ing near the border, suddenly 
dashed across into West Germany 
and asked the American patrol for 
political asylum. 


"When the Czech's fired into the 


air." the German police statement 
naid, "the Americans (four sol- 
diers in two jeeps) withdrew. Dur- 
ing the withdrawal, one of the 
Americans lost his carbine. 


"Thereupon,'his three comrades 


went into firing positions with 
their carbines in order to provide 
fire cover for the soldier looking 
for his lost weapon. 


"After the soldier found the wea- 


pon, the U. S. p*trol drove off. 


"The Czech refugee is now un- 


der interrogation by U. S. military 
agents at Widen." 


The U. S. military intelligence 


division (MID) at Weiden said it 
could not give out any information 
on the incident. 


The U. S. Army announcement 


was believed to have been restrict- 
ed to barest details because of 
security regulations to protect the 
Czech refugee.

TOKYO ifi—A typhoon-loosened 


earthslide crushed or damaged 400 
houses today in the southern vil- 
lage of Minakami and national po- 
lice reported 40 persons missing. 


The big typhoon which ripped 


across southern Japan

whirled across the Japan Sea to- 
day, but it had lost much of its 
force and ranks now as only a. 
wind storm. 


National police eaid the storm 


left at least 41 dead, 163 injured 
and 36 missing in addition to the 
missing at Minakami. 


Thousands were homeless and 


water and wind damage to homes 
farms, shipping and communica- 
tions was 
enormous. Th« Con- 


struction Ministry estimated dam- 
age to government property alone 
would exceed 4'2 million dollars. 


The Nippon Times said 82 small

Department said today. 


However, ay planes, ships, guns 


and other weapons and supplies 
are being delivered to the Nation. 
alists by American vessels at For- 
mosa ports, with no deliveries to 
embattled Quemoy Island thus far. 
a spokesman said. 


No Orders 


If a decision has been made to 


accelerate the aid program, in- 
cluding the landing of supplies di- 
rectly on Quemoy Island by Amer- 
ican ships, the orders- have not yet 
a r r i v e d at the Pentagon, the 
spokesman added. 


Under present policy, the trans- 


portation of material to Quemoy. 
which has been under intermittent 
Red artillery bombardment over 
the last two weeks, is left to Chi- 
ang's own shipping, it was ex- 
plained. 'No American ships ar« 
docking at Quemoy ports, in what 
has become a war zone. 


Quemoy is about 70 miles from 


Formosa and only five miles from 
the Chinese Communist mainland. 


The Defense Department spokes- 


man 
commented in answer 
to 


questions about a story in the New 
York Herald Tribune today. 
The 


newspaper said it was learned th« 
Eisenhower administration has is- 
sued orders to the United Slate* 
7th Fleet to give "full logistic (sup- 
ply,) support" to the Chinese Na- 
tionalists in their defense of Que- 
moy. 


A Washington dispatch to the 


Herald Tribune by Walter Kerr 
said: 


•'These instructions, which we>-<j 


issued a short time ago through 
the joint chiefs of staff and tht 
office of the chief of naval opera- 
tions, do not rule out a more ac- 
tive role for American forces at 
a later date. However, they are 
considered to be adequate to the 
present military situation . . . " 


The story quoted Washington 


sources as saying that the policy 
of "full logistic support" is being 
applied vigorously. 


There is a possibility, the dis- 


patch continued, that in case of 
a Chinese Communist invasion of 
Quemoy the United States 
may 


consider it necessary to take an 
active part in its defense in furth- 
erance of U. S. "determination to 
protect the Nationalist stronghold 
of Formosa and the approaches to 
Formosa."

The Doctor Says: 


Inflammation of the Gums 
Often Caused by Bad Diet

Although not a dentist I do re- 


ceive questions fairly frequently on 
dental matters and with the help 
of my dentist Iriends shall try to 
discuss some of these problems 
from time to time. 
- _ 


One of these problems is |y°r- 


rhea alveolaris. or as dentists-pre- 
fer to call it, periodontal disease. 
This is an -inflammation oil *ne 
gums and several different types 
are recognized. 
j 


Several local causes have been 


incriminated: 
mechanical irrita- 


tion, retention of food, poor func- 
tions of the teeth or gums and in- 
fection. Also a considerable num- 
ber of general diseases are thought 
to play a part in causing pyorrhea. 
Among these are allergy, bad diet, 
pregnancy, diabetes, Bright's di- 
sease, and certain disorders of the 
blood. 


Because of the complicated caus- 


es for pyorrhea. the condition may 
be a problem for both the dentist 
and the physician. Local causes, of 
course, can be treated best by the 
dentist who is able to attack the 
mechanical irritation and other 
dental fault?. 


Proper hygiene, that is. blushing 


of the teeth, is of course important 
between -visits to the dentist. 


The physician is in the best posi- 


tion to analyze and correct any gen- 
eral deficiencies of the human 
body which are playing a part in 
pyorrhea. If the diet is poor, then 
it is the physician who should find 
out what is lacking and recommend 
the necessary foodstuffs, minerals, 
or vitamins. 


If allergy is paitly responsible, 


then the allergic causes must be 
tracked down and corrective steps 
taken. 


must be properly treated. Blight's 
Disease and disorders of the blood 
must be diagnosed and everything 
done for them which can he done. 


Few people now believe that 


pyorrhea is a serious cause of focal 
infection and likely of itself to pro- 
duce arthritis, neuritis, or other 
disorders irt distant parts of the 
body. Even when germs are ptes- 
ent n the gums afflicted by pyor- 
rhea. their poisons are probably 
not absorbed into the blood system 
and carried through the body to 
produce disease. 


Pyorrhea nevertheless is not a 


condition which should ever be al- 
lowed to develop because it weak- 
ens the teeth and may interfere 
with the functions which the teeth 
and gums are supposed to fulfill. 


Furthermore, pyorrhea or per- 


iodontal inflammation 
is one of 


the common causes of bad breath 
—a condition which seems to trou- 
ble an enormous number of people. 


Since pyorrhea can usually be 


prevented by proper brushing of 
the teeth and by reasonably fre- 
quent and adequate dental care, 
together with attention to the gen- 
eral health, it is one of those dis- 
orders which it is better to prevent 
than to treat.

Aug. 29, 1954 


To Le« County Chapter 
American National Red Cross 
Dixon, 111. 


I want to express my great ap- 


preciation to you for sending me 
to the Red Cross training center at 
Lake Geneva and I want you to 
know I'm really thankful for that 
wonderful opportunity. 


I'm sure Judy will tell you this 


too, but, in my opinion, the whole 
training center was very worth- 
while and informative. During the 
different i n s t r u c t i o n periods 
throughout the day, we learned all 
about the Red Cross and its exten- 
sive program on a chapter basis as 
well as national and international. 
We learned through lectures, group 
discussion, and also films. In our 
program planning group we learn- 
ed how to improve the Junior Red 
Cross program in our schools; or, 
if we didn't have one. how to start. 
In this group we all helped iron out 
each other's problems. 


The whole training center was 


run on a very democratic basis. At 
the beginning of camp we had an 
assembly where the campers them- 
selves decided how the camp was 
to be run. We chose to have a 
council with representatives from 
our instruction and program plan- 
ning groups. The council then 
chose a chairman who was the 
presiding officer at all meetings 
for the remainder of camp. 


Other Activities 


Besides our program planning 


groups, in the afternoon each per- 
son went to some elective activity 
such as water safety, newspaper, 
radio, album, school exhibit and 
party planning. The purpose of 
these activities was so that we 
could learn by carrying on actual 
projects what we might be doing 
when we got back home. 


There was an instructional swim- 


ming period in the morning which 
everyone was to attend whether in 
the water or not. Those who had 
junior or senior life saving helped 
at the waterfront by guarding and 
teaching. It was really good expe- 
rience for us. The "buddy" system 
was used and explained as a need- 
ed safety measure at any swim- 
ming area. It was very effective. 


Four young people who had been 


to an intemational training center 
in Switzerland attended our train- 
ing center for several days. They 
also shared their wonderful expe- 
riences with everyone at camp. 
.They made places in Europe and 
scenes there seem very real. 


At the end of camp we nomi- 


nated six people for the area 
council. We will be anxious to hear 
if any of them will actually be 
serving on the council. 


Wonderful Experience 


All in all, this training center is 


an experience I will never forget 
and I really want to thank you 
again for this opportunity to learn 
about Red Cross.

The surprising election of Dem- 


ocrat Edmund S. Muskie was be- 
ing interpreted in some quarters 
p.? indiratinr a Democratic come- 
back after loss of the presidency 
n the 1952 election. 


20,000 Vote 


The 39-year-old Democratic na- 
ional committeeman upset the in- 
•umbent Republican g o v e r n o r . 
Burton M, Cross, 51, by more than 
20.000 votes. It was the first time 
n modern history that a GOP gov- 
ernor had been denied a second 
erm in Maine. 
However, the reelection of Re- 


publican Sen. M a r g a r e t Chase 
Smith and the choice of three Re- 
mblican House members gave the 
Democrats no net gain in this 
year's critical battle for control of 
Congress. 


Mrs. Smith's margin was re- 


duced to about half of the 96.000 
majority by which she won in 1943. 


Republicans put part 
of 
the 


blame for their defeat on the re- 
cent hurricane which contributed 
toward keeping some rural voters 
away from the polls. Democratic 
strength in Maine lies primarily 
in the cities. 


Alienates Support 


Cross got only 51.7 on the popu- 


lar vote two years ago when he 
first was elected and there have 
been indications that he has alien- 
ated some of his GOP support by 
blunt statements on various issues. 


He also lost a good deal of back- 


ing because of appointments he 
made and alienated some more by 
espousing highway reclassification 
program. 


Local observers said that Mus- 


kie, who has been reported as a 
possible supporter of W. Averell 
Harriman for the party's 1956 pres- 
idential nomination, put on a 
strong, well-financed campaign. 


Although the adage "As Maine 


goes so goes the nation" long since 
has been outmoded by events, 
Democrats 
were 
jubilant over 


their gubernatorial victory. The 
last time they carried the gover- 
norship in Maine was in 1934..

Integration Ended When 
Students Stage Protest 
Segregation Resumed in 
West Virginia Schools 


WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, 


W. Va. (*—Five days of integra- 
tion in Greenbrier County schools 
was ended today after school offi- 
cials, confronted with angry par- 
ents and striking white students, 
ordered an immediate return of 
segregation. 


The high school here was closed 


a half day to allow 25 Negro stu- 
dents, under police protection, to 
secure their books and return to 
their own school. 


Some 600 parents protesting in- 


tegration had threatened at a mass

meeting Monday night to remove 
bodily any Negroes who attempted 
to attend White Sulphur Springs 
High today. 


Ord*>r Separation 


In nearby Lewsburg, the county 


seat, the school board ordered an 
immediate r e t u r n to separate 
schools for Negroes and whites. 
The segregation order came after 
an all-day meeting. 


After the meeting, which began 


at 9 a.m. and ended 13 hours later, 
School Supt. D. D. Harrah issued 
a statement which said: 


"The board hereby directs all 


principals to transfer all tentative 
enrollments of Negro students to 
Boiling High School (the Negro 
School) or to their nearest Negro 
elementary school, this policy ef- 
fective immediately." 


Monday's demonstration involved 


about 300 of the 440 students en- 
rolled at the high school. They 
marched through the streets of this 
mountain resort town, just five 
miles from the Virginia line, with

A n o t h e r demonstration 
was 


staged at Rupert, about 33 miles 
northwest of here where »ome 100 
students also milled through the 
streets, protesting 14 Negroes at- 
tending their school. 


The demonstrations 
were the 


first by the students since the U, S. 
Supreme Court last May held s«g- 
2-cgation in public schools was un- 
constitutional. 


West Virginia's State Board of 


Education recommended immedi- 
ate integration but left the decision 
with the individual county boards. 
Greenbrier, Marion and Barbour 
counties opened schools a week 
ago with Negroes attending classes 
with whites. 


Parents protested in this county 


and in Marion County, some keep- 
ing their children home, others 
picketing the schools. 


Schools are still integrated in 


the other two counties, both in 
northern West Virginia. 


Public school segregation ended 


quietly in the District of Columbia 
and in a small school district in 
western Arkansas. 


16,000 Enrolled 


Washington enrolled, 16,000 new 


pupils, and all were placed in 
schools according to new boundary 
maps without regard to color. Ne- 
gro students were in th* majority 
in several district schools that for- 
merly were all white. White teach- 
ers instructed many predominently 
Negro classes and there were 
several Negro teachers in class- 
rooms where the enrollment was 
mostly white. 


Nearly three-fifths of Washing- 


ton's 106,000 school children are 
Negroes. 


The s m o o t h changeover at 


Charleston, Ark., took place three 
weeks ago, but newsmen found out 
about it only Monday. H. M. Ors- 
born, president oi! the Charleston 
School board, said 11 Negroes were 
integrated into the school system 
Aug. 23 and that "things seem to 
b« working out fine." 


Work on Plans 


In Richmond a special legislative 


commission began w o r k i n g on 
plans to continue segregation in 
the public schools of Virginia. 


The Senate Constitution Commit- 


tee of the Mississippi Legislature 
approved a constitutional amend- 
ment empowering the lawmakers 
to kill the public school system if 
necessary in the fight to keep seg- 
regated schools. The Senate was 
expected to vote on the House 
approved measure today. 


Georgians will vote on a similar 


amendment in November.
